plaints dally at my office and severe 
from the city m arshal’s office,” san 
the health officer. 
“YY'e find that a 
least two-thirds 
of 
the 
complaints 
originate not as the fault of the collec­ 
tor, but as the fault of the property 
owners themselves, who fail to use 
the correct container. 
The colleetoi 
has not given the service in the Iasi 
two or three months he should give 
Unless we get better service, I won It, 
recommend th at we take up the con­ 
tract and place teams on the work 
ourselves. 
“I know of one block in the city 
where seven garbage cans remained 
on the curb for three weeks. YY’e must 
have better service. 
It is getting now 
where we may have an epidemic ol 
typhoid fever.

No doubt there is discontent and 
dissension in Germany; but tile Ger­ 
mans are as yet nowhere near revolu­ 
tion or civil disintegration.

there is a grievous scarcity of food in 
Germany; but as yet It moans only! 
privation 
and 
malnutrition 
for the I 
civil population, 
not 
starvation t o r 1 
civilians and certainly not tor soldiers. - 
No 
doubt 
Germany 
has 
suffered I 
appalling losses. 
It is reported by i 
reputable authorities that she has had 
about 6,000.0(10 men put out of the war 
permanently. 
Will 
Irwin, 
writing 
from Switzerland, after exceptional 
opportunities of inquiry, declares he 
“ knows” that 2,000,000 Germans have 
been killed. 
And 
yet 
Germany 
ob­ 
viously has enough men left to stiffen 
the 
wavering 
Austrian 
army 
and 
smash . the supposedly 
impregnable 
Italian line. 
It may still be asserted that Ger­ 
many is really near military collapse; 
tiiat the Italian stroke was the last 
despairing effort of a nation mustering 
all its power, and Germany and Aus­ 
tria together have not enough fighters 
and equipment left for another such 
enterprise. 
But we do not know, and 
it is too serious a m atter to decide by 
rash guesses, puffed up by unreason­ 
able liopes. 
We may expect an early 
turn for the better; hut it is the policy 
of wisdom to prepare for the worst. 
Our government gives reassuring in­ 
dications of following this sale policy, 
bad already started war preparations 
on a vast scale, contemplating a pos­ 
sible struggle of perhaps three years' 
duration and involving active partici­ 
pation of broader 
scope 
than most 
Americans realized. 
Those plans are 
now being broadened further. 
There 
is talk of an army as large as '>,006,000. 
Every 
American 
d e v o te d ly 
hopes 
that it may never 
be 
necessary to! 
throw' so many men into Hie scale, or] 
half so many. 
But 
it 
is 
infinitely I 
better to train too many men, to build | 
too many ships, to spend too much 
money, than to lose the war and blast

an attempt to suit the work to the in­ 
dividual needs of the children. Those 
who are backward in their 
studies 
will he given work which will tend to 
assist them to do b etto r work. 
Tile tests divide the 
pupils 
into 
three (lasses, feeble minded, below 
normal, and superior, or above nor­ 
mal. 
Of course there are 
some 
In 
each class. 
Some are below normal 
iii some subjects and above normal in 
others 
It is hoped that it will be pos­ 
sible to so direct the work of these 
children that their work in the sub­ 
jects in which they are deficient will 
be made more 
satisfactory. 
Those 
who are superior will 
be 
directed 
along lines which will keep them busy 
and the work of the 
slower 
pupils 
will not retard the progress of
